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Citizen frustrated with 


rude behavior of police

On August 14, around 8:50 p.m., 
Renee Coves, of 142 Wilson Ave., said 
she and two of fier children, 15-year-old 
David and 14-year-old Renee, were 
standing outside acrdss the street from 
their house. When a gunshot went off, 
Coves ‘said she and her children ran to 
the front porch of their house to make 
sure her two youngest children, 9-year- 
old David and 6-year-old Ronald, were 
safe 

When Coves and her children entered 
their house, she says three white Colum- 
bus police officers ran in after them and 
attacked them. Coves said one officer 
grabbed her daughter by the neck and 
forced her to the floor while another of- 
ficer assaulted her older son David 

“He (the officer) dragged me by my 
hair, twisted my arm, pushed me on the 
floor and got on top of me. He called me 
a black bitch," said David 

Coves said the whole incident took her 
by ‘surprise. She claims that while -her 
children. were being attacked,-the third 
officer put a gun in her back and 
repeatedly slammed her up against a 
wall,

Coves says S/\e cannot write because 
her right shoulde: is bruised and all of the 
fingers on her right hand are swollen, 
including herthumb, which she said was 
bent backward by the officer. She was 
treated at Park Medical Center for the 
injuries. 

The incident could have been avoided 
if the officers would have identified them- 
selves, said Coves 

"| thought | was being robbed." she 
said. “If they would have identified them- 
selves, we would have known they were 
police.” 

Coves has lived at her current address 
for the pastfive years, She and herneigh 
bors say the police who patrol the area 
display rude and offensive behavior, 
making racist remarks, harassing the 
residents, and using foul language. 

“edon'bunderstancd why officers ave 
to use thatlanguage.” said‘Coves. "They 
think because this is a Black area, they 
can get away with e thing,’ 

Judy Johns, of 1550 E. Broad St., who 
often visits her daughter's apartment on 
Wilson Avenue, also feels the police treat 
area residents rude!)

Columbus attorney Larry James and 
Akron State Representative Vernon 
Sykes are on opposite sides of the politi- 
James is an active 
Republican, who has long been a politi- 
cal booster of Supreme Court Chief Jus 
tice’ Thomas Moyer and came out in 
behalf of Justice Craig Wright after he 
admitted to making racial slurs. 

Sykes, a ten-year state legislator, is 
the President of the Black Elected 
Democrats of Ohio, and, an outspoken 
critic of the Republican-dominated court 

But both can agree on one thing: the 
Supreme Court has problems with its 
racial composition which must be ad 
dressed 

Although James believes that Moyer 
has “moved forward" in bringing Blacks 
into positions of responsibility in the judi 
cial system since he was elected chief 
justice in 1986, he added that "there are 
some areas that the court has tg move 
forward in," including increasing the 
number of Blacks on the staff of the 
Supreme Court 

The comments were provoked by a 
series of articles in the- Akron Beacon- 
Journal, which has been aggressive in 
exposing the allegations of discrimina- 
tion raised by a number of Blacks against 
the court. Several months ago, the firing 
of Brenda Ross, a longtime employee of 
the court, sparked a number of allega- 
tions of discrimination atthe court 

Around that time, Justice Craig Wright 
was being investigated for making 
several facist remarks.

Perhaps ‘their convictions will serve as a reminder 
and & deterrent for those who might otherwise use 
excessive force against our young Black men in the 
future 


The senators’ next move 


t appears thal the potential appointmentor Sum-_ 


from the system; President Clinton fas promised to 
change that. He has promised to appoint more Blacks, 
other minorities, and women than his predecessors 
And he has made that promise because he recognizes 
the weight of that history which has excluded people 
because it was, in the minds of many whites, “a Black 
and white thing," 

Ia fact, one need only look at almost all the other 
appointments which have been made to see tliat 
whites who are well-connected are being selected. In 
the southern district, the U.S. Marshal is expected to 
be Al Smith, a white former state highway patrol official 
who is backed by House’Speaker Vern Riffe. Of the 
8 key positions in the federal judicial system -- the two 
marshals; two U.S. Attorneys, three federal judges and 
a magistrate -- which are being considered or have 
been appointed thus far, only one -- Solomon Oliver 
for a federal district judgeship -- has been a Black 
This kind of record begs for improvement 

And, it will appear to be the height of hypocrisy for 
the president to tell his Black supporters that he is 
pushing the appointment of Bi 5 in the judiciary - 
and chiding his Republican predecessors for the laxity 
in this area -- when he replaces the Black U.S. Marshal 
incumbent in the northern district, Republican Albert 
Z. Moore (who was appointed by George Bush), with 
a white Democrat 

We urge Glenn and Metzenbaum to move carefully 
on this appointment. Itwill undoubtedly send a siar 
regarding not only the presidents intentions, but their

{tis time for the court to lake a long, hard look at 
itself, Thére are serious charges concerning the court's 
hiring and promotional practices it is impossible for 
the court to weed out discriminatory practices within the 
legal system if it does not first start in its own House 
We hope that the Commission on Racial Fairness will 
address these allegatioris so that the court system will 
be above even the appearance of impropriety 


Marshalling forces 


The U.S. Marshall's position is 
not a high-profile one. Not since 
Wyatt Earp tamed Dodge City has 
the role been wreathed if glory 

Today, the marshalls office is 
largely an administrative position 
supervising a number of deputy 
marshals who serve warrants and 
summonses across the state, Ohio 
has two marshals. one each for the 
northern and southern districts 

Bul a three-ring circus has ap- 
parently erupted over the effort by 
the Clinton Administration to complete its: appoint- 
ments of key officialg.in the federal criminal justice 
system. And the focus is all comysg down to the U.S 
Marshalls position for the northern district 

For rrfonttis, it appeared that Sumit County Sheriff 
David Troutman had the position wrapped up. But the 
nomination has been held up. with published reports 
indicating that the opposition of the state's chief Black 
political organization being critical to that process 

The Black Elected Democrats of Ohio, which in May 
sent a letter to President Clinton expressing its con- 
cerns about the process of appointing ‘several federal 
district court judges. is apparently emerging as the key 
actor-blecking he -apponiment-of Troutman 

Currently, Albert Z. Moore of Cleveland. a prominent 
Black Republican, is the U.S. Marshall for the northern 
district: Reports have emerged that Al Smith. a white 
Democrat close to Hou 2aker Vern Riffe. is likely 
lo be named southern di The replace- 
ment of Moore with Troutman would mean that only 
one Black would have been named for the major 
criminal justice positions jn Ohio -- a record that might 
be problematic for Bill Clinton, who pledged to increase 
the number of Blacks and other minorities in judicial 
and other posts.

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Biology can 
help us to 
understand 
economics 


According to bidlogists, a frog responds to 
being put into hot water in one of wo Ways, 
depending upon where the frog was before 
being put there ‘ 

If the water is first boiled close to the frog’s 
highest tolerance for heat and the frog is then 
tossed into the water, the frog's immediate 
response is to jump out of the water, if it can get 
out 

On the other hand, if the frog is first placed 
into water whose temperature is below its 
tolerance for heat and the temperature is then 
raised higher than the frog would typically be 
able to stand, the frog will stay in the water and 
literally boil to death 

While that may not be the expert's way to get 
stewed trog legs, the analogy does demonstrate 
a point about out collective response to inflation, 
the rising costs of goods and services 

With reports from those monitoring inflation 
showing that inflation is not a problem, one 
could ask ifthe purchasing power of our dollars 
are holding steady; if not increasing 

Most of us would not leave a system of only 
three to four percent inflation per year to live in 
one where inflation is more than 200 percent 
without getting real nervous. It is safe to say that 
most of us would immediately throw away the 
information we got from the travel and tourism 
bureau of any such system, if we were consider- 
ing living there 

On the other hand, our own economic system 
has been doing things to our purchasing power 
in the past 50 to 60 years that would make the 
frog's response of staying and spoiling more 
descriptive of our behavior ‘ 

Only relatively recently in our economic his- 
tory have so many of us been unable to keep up 
with the costs of living and yet we have not place 
to jump even it we wanted to escape 

__We have come to expect pay increases that 
are at least in line with inflation, if not slightly 
ahead of it. These increases have almost fallen 
into the category of entitlements to the masses 
of Americans and have been part of labor 
negotiations for years 

Even the elderly have been practically 
guaranteed a cost of living adjustment (COLA) 
as part of their Social Security benefits pack- 
ages. the slow boil that these increases are 
abased on is the essence of inflation; our post 
military/ post-industrial economic system must 
find ways to deal with it, slower growth not- 
withstanding 

An alternate analogy for our dilemma is the 
blowing up of a balloon. After so much air has 
been blown into the balloon, the balloon can 
také only so much more air without popping 

While over the past few years, thére has been 
no growth in the economy to speak of, meaning 
inflation is also not that much of a concern on 
the surface, we are still dealing with the cumula- 
tive effects of inflation from the past ten, twenty, 
thirty and forty years 

There is mounting evidence that several of 
the basic goods and services Americans have 
felt were within their rights are actually beyond 
the reach of millions of people; others get more 
expensive each day 

On the problems caused by the spiraling 
costs of health care, President Clinton is right 
We have got to provide more affordable health 
care ‘to all Americans and we must also find 
Ways to keep those costs under control 

How do you pursue life liberty and happiness 
when you are afraid of being knocked out of 
circulation by an injury that would have been 
taken care of with no sweat in the past? 

The Commerce Department that charts infla- 
tion separates its inflation index into two 
categories--goodsandgervices. White the costs 
of goods have increased at a slower pace, the 
costs of services have literally gone through the 
roof. And at a time when the jobs the economy 
is creating are heavily in the area of service 
industries 

Have you noticed the price of a haircut or 
coiffure since last year? What about the cost of 
repair to your automobile? The price increases 
associated with cable television service have 
risen so astronomically that. the federal 
government has had to get back into the rate 
regulation business 

Of course; one of the most-serious costs of 
inflation is the costs of education, which rises at 
twice to three times the rate of the inflation 
increases reported by the Commerce Depart- 
ment, ; 

it is hard to believe that some students who 
have attended some of the nation’s best schools 
are also leaving their “alma maters" (fostering 
mothers) with mortgages even before they are 
hired onto their first jobs, And then finding the 
kinds of jobs that will allow them to pay back 
those loans In a timely fashion has been an even 
greater challenge

Walter Cates, president of the Main 
Street’ Business Association (MSBA), 
doesn't quite know what to do with him- 
self these days. The long struggle he has 
waged to have city fathers focus some of 
their attention on the plight of the inner 
city business community is finally bearing 
fruit 

Cates recalls, with complete disgust, 
the days when he was the “Lone Ranger’ 
in his fight to get local banks to fulfill their 
obligations under the Community Rein- 
vestment Act, He is convinced he should 
have had the support-of at least African 

American elected officials in’ that fight 
Those officials, hé'says, were too fearful 
of their own political futures to adequately 
address that issue 

With the initiation last week of a 
process that should lead to the estab- 
lishment of a Specialized Small Business 
Investment Company (SSBIC), Cates 
hopes to see another of the programs he 
has proposed come into fruition 

When Cates first proposed the idea of 
a venture capital company for small busi- 
nesses, it was called a Minority 
Enterprise Small Business Investment 
Companies (MESBICS). Last Thursday, 
the city of Columbus, represented by 
Mayor Greg Lashutka and Councilman 
Mauray Portman announced that it is put- 
ting up $63,000 in seed money to get an 
SSBIC going in Columbus 


The program is designed, not just for 
minorities. but for small businesses with 
gross revenues of $50,000 to $250,000. 
These businesses are often socially or 
economically disadvantaged businesses 
who need capital targeted to specific 
business needs. such as payroll. inven- 
tory and some receivables financing 

"It takes @ long time to make things 
happen," Cates said. reflecting on the 
period of time it took the idea to get from 
conception to initiation 

The spark for this venture came from 
recommendations of a Minority 
Economic Development Advisory Coun 
cil (MEDAC). headed by Curt Moody of 
Moody/Nolan, Lid. MEDAC. recommen 
dations for strengthening Columbus 
urban businesses were approved by the 
Chamber's board earlier this year 

SSBIC was conceived as a means of 
making capital available to small busi- 
nesses, “micro-enterprises the 
category into which most minority and 
female-owned enterprises fall 

James Manuel, vice president of 
economic development at the Columbus 
Area Chamber of Gommerce. is also 
thrilled with the possibilities of acompany 
that will make equily investments in small 
businesses, Investment decisions will be 
based upon criteria established by a 
board consisting mainly of the institutions 
that put up the capital in the first place 

By “equity investment" is meant the 
infusion of dol into an-enterprise in 
exchange for a share of the ownership in 
the venture. According to Cates. the in-

| had the opportunity to speak to Les 
about the congested airwaves at a recent 
function in Columbus. He explained that 
talk shows are cheap to produce and, if 
successful, yield a very big profit. Money 
comes in from the syndication markets 
and from advertisers 

In other words, running your mouth 
can make you a millionaire. That's why 
everybody wants a piece of the action. 

The gargantuan success of Oprah's 
show has seemingly convinced every 
Tom, Dick and Harry that they, too, can 
become rich and famous by picking up a 
mic. and getting into everybody's busi- 
ness. 

The reason why some of these talk 
shows endure is because the hosts have 
their own signature style. 

Oprah is everybody's best friend. She 
comes. off as sweet, sincere, and 
genuinely concerned about helping her 
guests, the in-stuido audience, and the 
viewers at home improve their lives. 

She lets you in on her personal life -- 
from her yo-yo dieting and up-and-down 
weight problem, troubled childhood, in- 
sights from her chats with her best friend 
Gayle and mentor Maya Angelou, her 
hurt feelings when the tabloids attack 
her, and juicy tidbits from her relationship 
with her man "“Steddy," as she affec- 
tionately refers to her fiance Stedman 
Graham 

Oprah juggles a million roles at once 
on her show. She's an amateur 
psychotherapist, marriage counselor, 
feminist, motivational speaker, well-read 
scholar, homegirl, stand-up comedian, 
education advocate, religious high pries- 
tess, doctor, lawyer, and champion of 
children’s rights. (Maybe that’s why she 
used to be so heavy; there was all those

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Racial differences in 
medicine, health care

Medical studies now show that 
there are "differences" among the 
races. The executive vice president 
of the Pharmaceutical Manufac- 
turers Association (PMA), a scien- 
tific and professional organization 
of over 100 prescription drug com- 
panies, says that "racial and ethnic 
differences may cause patients to 
metabolize drugs differently, have 
different clinical responses and ex- 
perience different side effects.” 

Dr. Leonard Lawrence, head of 
the Black National Medical Associa- 


tion (NMA) acknowledged at his . 


group's conference here that the 
facial difference is an accepted fact 
in the profession. He said: "in the 
past, research and development 
processes within the pharmaceuti- 
cal industry focused primarily on the 


needs of majority populations. Clini- 


cal trials primarily were conducted 

within white populations with males 

pe the primary subjects of such tri- 
a 

With the results of a survey 
showing the differences in the races 
in his hand, Robert F. Allnut, the 
PMA's VP, announced the first com- 
prehensive effort to determine what 
medicines are in development for 
diseases that disproportionately af- 
fect African Americans, or are one 
of the top 10-causes of death for 
them. The survey shows 120 
medicines in development for dis- 
eases that largely affect African 
Americans, including’ 28 for heart 
disease, 25 for respiratory disor- 
ders, 21 for AIDS/HIV infections 
and 20 for cancer. 

Fogty-five percent of the new 
drugs are for heart disease, /dancer 
cerebrovascular disease -- the 
three major causes of death among 
African Americans. Diabetes is the 
fourth major disease killer, and the 
PMA study shows 14 medicines in 
development for that ailment. Dr. 
Richard Butcher, immediate past 
president of the NMA, said the 
results of the survey provide “tan- 
gible hope of effective treatment." 

Butcher and Allnut ernphasized 
the importance of making sure that 
the medications are made available 
to all patients, if approved by the 
Food and Drug Administration 
They urged the new national health 
care reform group to see to it that 
insurance coverage of these drugs 
is guaranteed under their program. 

Currently Congress’ legislation 
on the matter allows states to in- 
clude restrictive formularies -- a list

" Dr. Butcher said that "Since 
recent research indicates that racial 
and ethnic differences may make a 
difference in how a prescription 
drug works, it is especially impor- 
tant that patients have access to all 
available medicines. Medicines 
should be available to every person 
who needs them -- they should not 
be unattainable luxuries that poor 
people can only dream about." 

Or. Lawrence urged action on he 
part of African Americans, and his 
group, saying the NMA.“opposes 
any procedure which limits access 
of minority patients to the best phar 
macologic treatments available 
NMA supports active inclusion of 
minority patients iri all clinical trials 
of new medications, and NMA also

And, the developers of 
national health care reform should 
take these factors into account, and 
correct the congressional mistake.
